Pursuant to the provision of the Warrant of February 7, 1985, the 
inhabitants of the Town of Sharon qualified to vote in elections met in 
the Sharon High School Gymnasium at 7:00 A.M. Monday, April 1, 1985. 
The meeting was called to order by the following Wardens of Precincts 
1, 2, 3 and 4: Pauline Fleming, Karolyn Stuczynski, Marjorie Dunn and 
Doris Annis. Lillian B. Schlafman, Warden, read the call and return 
of the Warrant. Ballot boxes were shown to be empty, registering zero, 
boxes locked and keys delivered to Hugh Cameron, Police Officer of the 
day. The election officers were sworn. 


At 8:00 P.M. the polls were declared closed. Total votes: Pre- 
Cinct 1, 847; Precinct 2, 683; Precinct 3, 890; Precinct 4, 697; 
Total, 3117. The ballots were canvassed according to the law by an 
electronic vote-counting machine, results transcribed on tally sheets 
and declaration made by Harold Jackson at 10:12 P.M. as follows:

This 
provision shall cease to be of any effect if, as 
and when the said position is vacated by the 
incumbent therein as of the time of the adoption 
of this By-Law. Nothing contained within this 
By-Law shall preclude the Town from granting the 
incumbent Lieutenant a leave of absence without 
pay from this position for an indefinite period 
and under such conditions as may be in the best 
interest of the Town. In the event that the Town 
elects to grant such a leave of absence, then 
there shall be also established within the 
Department a temporary and separate job title and 
classification of "Lieutenant - (Non-Civil 
Service)." The pay rate of this position shall be 
that established by the Personnel Board in 
accordance with the provisions of this By-Law and 
approved by vote of the Town Meeting. The 
lieutenant (non-civil service) position shall 
continue for only as long as the incumbent 
lieutenant remains upon approved leave of absence. 
Upon the return of the incumbent lieutenant from 
an approved leave of absence, the job title and 
classification of Lieutenant (Non-Civil Service) 
shall be abolished. 
Should the incumbent lieutenant be reinstated to 
the position of lieutenant following an approved 
leave of absence, his rate of pay shall be 
ninety-four per cent (94%) of the annual base 
salary of the Police Chief occupying the position 
immediately before the reinstatement to the 
position of lieutenant. Determination of 
subsequent annual salary rates shall be made iin 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 11, and 
will not be fixed as a percentage of the then 
Police Chief's annual base salary. 


B. Schedule A to the Personnel By-Law, as adopted 
by the 1984 Town Meeting shall be amended by 
striking the pay rate of the Police Chief set 
forth therein, and by substituting therefor, the 
following provisions: 


1. Term of Employment 

The Police Chief is to serve the Town, as the 
Chief of the Police Department of the Town, for a 
term of three years commencing on the first day of 
the calendar month following the month during 
which the leave of absence becomes effective. 


2. Compensation 


a. For his services, the Town will pay the Police 
Chief as follows in accordance with the terms of 
an agreement dated February 14, 1985. At the rate 
of an annual base salary of $40,000., until June 
s0% 1985 from October 1, 1984, and his annualbase 
salary for the twelve-month period beginning July 
ee Io eran —endaing June "50 =1960"" wrlly be 
$40,000. unless increased by vote of the 1985 
annual town meeting. In addition, the Chief shall 
receive extra pay for educational qualifications 
as provided for in statutes and regulations of the 
state in fifty-two equal weekly installments. 


b. Overtime - The Police Chief's annual base 
salary shall be payable in fifty-two equal weekly 
installments and shall be inclusive of all 
overtime. Nothing contained herein shall be 
deemed to affect the entitlement to accrued 
compensation for past overtime. 


Bee OLNeL ibeneL Lis. 
In addition to receiving his base pay and any 


applicable adjustments, the Police Chief will 
receive: (i) the same holiday, vacation, earned 


leave, sick leave, and other benefits, including 
medical insurance, as are provided to other 
employees either under the Town's Personnel By-Law 
except as, and to the extent, if any, that such 


provisions are modified herein or under any other 
program, and (ii) an allowance of $400. each 
fiscal year for clothing and shoes. 


3. The Personnel Board acknowledges the receipt of a 
Notice of Leave of Absence without pay for Bernard F. 
Coffey, approved by the Board of Selectmen in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 4-4, as 
herein amended. 


4. The provisions of Schedule A to the Personnel 
By-Law as approved by the 1984 Town Meeting are amended 
by establishing within the Public Safety Category, the 
job classification and job title "Lieutenant (Non-Civil 
Service)" and establishing therate of pay for this 
position at $611.69 per week, effective January 1, 
1985.

Papas "Cathodic protection" means a system that inhibits 
the corrosion of a tank or components through either 
the sacrificial anode or the impressed current 
method of creating a corrosion-inhibiting electrical 
current. 


Pit "Components" means piping, pumps and other related 
storage, conveyancing and dispensing elements that, 
together with one or more tanks and any cathodic 
protection or monitoring system, constitute a 
storage facility. 


2.4 "Discharge" means the disposal, deposit, injection, 
dumping, spilling, leaking, incineration, or placing 
of any hazardous material into or on any land or 
water so that such hazardous material or any 
constituent therof may enter the environment or be 
emitted into the air or discharged into any water, 
including groundwaters.

“Effective date" means the date of which the By-Law 
is approved by a Town Meeting, provided the By-Law 
thereafter becomes effective under provisions of 
M.G.L. Chapter 40, Section 32, as amended. 


"Hazardous material" means a product or waste or 
combination of substances which because of quantity, 
concentration, or physical, chemical or infectious 
characteristics, poses in the Board of Health's 
judgement a substantial present or potential hazard 
to the human health, safety or welfare, or the 


environment when improperly treated, stored, 
transported, used or disposed of, or otherwise 
managed. Any substance deemed a hazardous waste in 


Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 21-C, shall also 
be deemed a hazardous material for the purposes of 
this By-Law. 


"Leakage" or "leak" means any uncontrolled movement, 
measurable by a final or precision test that can 
accurately detect a leak of 0.05 gallons per hour or 
less, after adjustment for relevant variables such 
as temperature change and tank end deflection, of 
hazardous materials or regulated substances out of a 
tank or its components; or any uncontrolled 
movement of water into a tank or its components. 


"Monitoring system" means a system installed between 
the walls of double-walled tanks, inside a tank, or 
in the vicinity of a tank for the purpose of early 
detection of leaks. 


"Out of service" means not in use, hi on om oto om oto) 
filling or withdrawal is occuring. 


"Operator" means the lessee of a storage facility or 
the person or persons responsible for the daily 
operation of a storage facility. 


"Owner" means the person or persons or government 
entity having legal ownership of a storage facility. 


"Regulated substance" is any substance defined in 
Section 101 (14) of the Comprehensive Environmental 
Response, Compensation, and Liability Act of 1980 
(but not including any substance regulated as a 
hazardous waste and under Subtitle C of the Solid 
Waste Disposal Act); and petroleum, including crude 
oil or any fraction thereof which is liquid at 
standard conditions of temperature and pressure (60 
degrees Fahrenheit and 14.7 pounds per square inch 
absolute). 
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"Storage facility" means one or more underground 
storage tanks, at a particular site, together with 
its or their components, used, or designed to be 
used, for the underground storage of hazardous 
materials or a regulated substance, and shall 
include any cathodic protection or monitoring system 
used, or designed to be used, for inhibiting or 
detecting leaks of hazardous materials or a 
regulated substance from any element of the 
Paciisey: 


"Tank" means any structure or any part thereof which 
is used, or designed to be used, for the underground 
storage of any hazardous material or regulated 
substance of any kind. 


"UL-listed" means included in a current list or 
report of approved equipment, materials or methods 
published by Underwriters Laboratories, Inc. 


"Underground storage tank" is defined as any one or 
combination of tanks, including underground pipes 
connected thereto, which has a total capacity of 300 
gallons or greater and is used to contain an 
accumulation of petroleum products, hazardous or 
regulated substances, and the volume of which 
(including the volume of the underground pipes 
connected thereto) is 10 percent or more beneath the 
surface of the ground. This definition excludes the 
following types of underground storage systems: 


Septic tanks; 

Surface impoundments, pits, ponds, or lagoons; 

Storm water or wastewater collected systems; 
Flow-through process tanks; 

Liguid traps or associated gathered lines directly 
related to oil or gas production and gathering 
operations;

The installation of new underground storage tanks 
containing hazardous or regulated substances within 
1,000 feet or the 7-day cone of influence, whichever

The application for a permit shall be on a form 
obtained from the Board of Health and shall include 
the following information and any other information 
that the Board may require:

capacity and contents of each proposed tank.

the depth below ground level of the lowest and 
highest points of each proposed tank. 


In a storage facility with more than one proposed 
tank, the applicant shall furnish a certificate, 
signed by a certified Registered Professional 
Engineer, that the proposed facility meets all the 
design and construction requirements of this By-Law. 


The applicant shall also furnish a plot plan of the 
site and the area surrounding it, showing the 
location of each proposed tank and its components 
and of any building on the site, and showing the 
approximate location of any public or private well 
and of any body of surface water within 1,000 feet 
of the proposed storage facility. 

If the Board of Health determines that the proposed 
storage facility constitutes a danger to a public or 
private water supply, whether by reason of its 
proximity to a public or private well, aquifer, 
recharge area, or body of surface water, or for any 
other reason, the Board may deny the permit or may 
grant it subject to conditions which the Board 
determines are necessary to protect such water 
supply. The conditions may include, but are not

The owner of every storage facility that has been 
installed prior to the effective date of this By-Law 
shall apply to the Board of Health, within six 
months of the effective date of this By-Law for a 
permit to maintain the storage facility. 
Application shall be made on a form obtained from 
the Board of Health and shall include, to the extent 
available to the owner, the following information: 


name, address and telephone number (day and night) 
of the owner; 

name, address and telephone numbers (day and night) 
of the operator; 
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the number of tanks in the facility and the 
capacity and contents of each tank.

provisions made for cathodic protection, electrical 
isolation, and early detection of leaks through a 
monitoring system.

The term "substantial modification" shall mean the 
installation of any addition to, or change in, a 
storage facility that alters its onsite storage 
Capacity, significantly alters its physical 
configuration, or alters its capacity to inhibit or 
detect leaks through the use of cathodic protection 
or a monitoring system or any similar device. 


There shall be no replacement of a tank or of its 
components or substantial modification of any 
storage facility unless the owner has first applied 
for and obtained approval in writing from the Board 
of Health. The Board shall keep a copy of its 
approval with the records for that storage facility. 


Any application for approval under Subsection 4.10 
shall be in writing and shall clearly describe the 
type of construction of any replacement tank or 
component or the modification that is proposed. 
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Any application to add cathodic protection to an 
existing storage facility using one or more steel 
tanks shall be accompanied by a design plan prepared 
by an engineer licensed by the National Association 
of Corrosion Engineers or by another qualified 
professional engineer as approved by the Board of 
Health, the plan to include provisions for a test 
box to allow measurement of electrical potential and 
current flow. 


If the Board of Health determines that the proposed 
replacement or modification constitutes a potential 
danger to a public or private water supply, whether 
by reason of its proximity to any public or private 
well, aquifer, recharge area or body of surface 
water, or for any other reason, the Board of Health 
may deny the application or approve it subject to 
conditions that the Board determines are necessary 
to protect such public or private water supply.

Renewal of Permits and Changes of Ownership

All new and replacement tanks shall be designed and 
constructed to minimize the risk of corrosion and 
leakage. Only the following tank construction 
systems shall be approved. 


UL-listed fiberglass reinforced plastic (FRP) tanks, 
using materials compatible with the product to be 
stored therein. 

UL-listed steel tanks provided with cathodic 
protection, a coal-tar epoxy or urethane coating and 
electrical isolation, and equipped with a test box 
to allow measurement of electrical potential and 
current flow. 

UL-listed steel tanks with bonded fiberglass 
coating, compatible inner corrosion-resistant lining 
and electrical isolation, the integrity of the outer 
coating to be verified by the manufacturer by 
electrostatic testing and guaranteed by the 
manufacturer; 


UL-listed double-walleed steel tanks with cathodic 
protection or bonded fiberglass coating, and with 
electrical isolation, a vacuum of air pressure in 
the interstitial space and provision for continuous 
monitoring of the vacuum or air pressure; and 


any other "state-of-the-art" type of tank 
construction providing equal or better protection 
against leakage than the above-mentioned tanks’~ and 
approved by the state fire marshal. 


All new and replacement tanks must be equipped with 
a metallic or nonmetallic striker plate, at least 
T2Gexel20F7iniarcarpeateleastel/4% thick) .andfattached 
to the bottom of the tank, under each opening. 


All new and replacement piping of a storage facility 
shall: 


be protected against corrosion by use of 
noncorrodible materials or by use of cathodic 
protection and electrical isolation and be 


compatible with a product to be stored in the 
faci litys.,.and 

be designed, constructed and installed so as to 
allow testing for tightness or replacement without 
the need for disturing elements of the storage 
facility other than the elements that are to be 
tested or replaced. 


The operator of a storage facility shall record, at 
least monthly, the negative voltage of every 
cathodic protection system, equipped with a test

the owner shall have every cathodic protection 
system inspected and tested, by a qualified person, 
at least annually. If any such system does not have 
adequate negative voltage, or is otherwise 
defective, the owner shall have the system repaired 
promptly by a qualified person. For purposes of 
this Subsection, the term "adequate negative 
voltage" shall mean a negative voltage of at least 


-85 volts, if a copper-copper sulfate reference 
electrode is used; and of at least 1.95 volts if a 
Zinc reference electrode is used. Reference 


electrodes shall be installed in accordance with the 
manufacturer's directions. 


All submersible pumping systems for new tanks’ used 
to store automotive fuel shall be equipped with 
emergency shut-off valves under each dispenser and 
with delivery line leak detectors, The shut-off 
valves and leak detectors shall be tested by a 
qualified person upon installation and at least 
annually thereafter. No suction pumping system 
shall be equipped with any check valve in the piping 
except at the tank end, and any such check valve 
shall be so installed that it may be tested or 
replaced without disturbing other elements of the 
storage facility. 


Every new tank shall be equipped with an overfill 
prevention system. If a tank is filled by gravity 
flow, it must be equipped with a float vent valve or 
other device that provides equal or better 
protection from overfilling. If the tank is filled 
under pressure, it must be equipped with a combined 
audible and visual high level alarm. Any such 
system shall be tested by a qualified person upon 
installation and at least annually thereafter. 

Every monitoring system shall be installed by a 
qualified person. Those equipped with an automatic 
audible or visual alarm shall be tested by a 
qualified person upon installation and at least 
annually thereafter. Those without such an 
automatic alarm system shall be checked by the 
operator for evidence of leak at least monthly and 
shall be inspected by a qualified person at least 
annually. 


6. Installation 


No new or replacement tank or component shall be 
installed, whether it is part of a new or existing 
storage facility, unless the owner has given at 
least one week's notice of its installation to the 
Fire Chief, and no new or replacement tank or 
component shall be buried or concealed until it has 
been inspected for damage and external defects, 
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tested for tightness under Subsection 6.5 and 
approved by the Fire Chief or the chief's designee. 


No new or replacement tank or component shall be 
installed except by a contractor who has been either 
licensed by state authorities for that purpose or 
certified in writing by the manufacturer or a 
petroleum equipment association as qualified for the 
purpose.* Fie sscontractor~’ shall; prior S2to any 
installation, submit to the fire chief a copy of 
such license or certificate. 


The installation of a new or replacement tank or 
component, including anchoring of the tank whenever 
water-saturation of any part of the excavation can 
reasonably be anticipated, shall be carried out in 
accordance with the manufacturer's recommendations, 
accepted engineering practices and the provisions of 
527 CMR 9.06 (17)(b-d), as amended; provided that 
the backfill material for FRP tanks shall be pea 
gravel or crushed stone and that the backfill 
material under all other tanks shall be either pea 
gravel or clean, non-corrosive sand, free of 
cinders, stones and any other foreign material, the 
material under the tank to _ be compacted and 
contoured to the shape of the tank before the tank 
is installed, the balance to be thoroughly 
compacted. 


Any damage to the exterior of a tank or its coating 
shall be repaired before the tank is covered. The 
fire chief shall notify the Board of Health of such 
repaired damage, and the Board shall make note of it 
in its records for that tank. 

Every new or replacement tank and its piping shall 
be tested, separately, at the owner's expense, prior 
to being buried. The tank shall be tested by air 
pressure at not less than 3, and not more than 5, 
pounds per square inch. The piping shall be tested 
hydrostatically to 150 per cent of the maximum 
anticipated pressure of the system or tested 
pneumatically, after all joints and connections have 
been coated with a soap solution, to 100 per cent of 
the maximum anticipated pressure of the system, but 
not less than 50 pounds per square inch at the 
highest point of the system. After the tank and 
piping have been fully buried, any paving installed 
and the tank filled with product, the tank and its 
piping shall be again tested, separately, at the 
owner's expense. The tank shall be tested by any 
final or precision test, such as the Kent-Moore 
Pressure Test, or any other testing system approved 
by the Board of Health, not involving air pressure, 
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that can accurately detect a leak of 0.05 gallons 
per hour or less, after adjustment for relevant 
variables such as temperature change and tank end 
deflection, and that is approved by the state Fire 
Marshal. The piping shall be tested hydrostatically 
to 150 per cent of the maximum anticipated pressure 
of the system. The owner shall furnish the Board of 
Health with a certified copy of the results of all 
testing required by this subsection, which the Board 
of Health shall keep with the records for the 
storage facility.

The provisions of this section shall not apply to a 
tank with a capacity of less’ than 2500 gallons 
except for tanks used to store a liquid petroleum 
product for retail sale or used to store waste oil 
or other waste petroleum products. 


Except as provided in subsection 7.1, the operator 
of every new and existing storage facility shall 
prepare, reconcile and maintain daily inventory 
CGO6Onurorl records £6z each tank and for each 
combination of interconnected tanks with a common 
level of product (hereinafter, a combination), for 
the purposes of prevention and early detection of 
leaks. The preparation, reconciliation and 

Maintenance of such records shall be done in 
accordance, with. the provisions 70f.527,°CMRVS.05(3)7 
as amended, with the following additions and 
modifications: 


At the close of each calendar month, the operator 
shall determine, for that month and for each tank or 
combination, the number of days in which any amount 
of product was dispensed and the number of days in 
which a loss of product was recorded. 

An "abnormal loss of product" shall mean a 1oss 
recorded on 70% or more of the days, during any 
calendar month, in which any amount of product was 
dispensed from a tank or combination. 


In the event of any abnormal loss of product, the 
following steps shall be taken: 


(i) the operator shall, immediately via telephone, 
notify the owner, the fire chief and the Board 
of Health, and follow up with a confirming 
letter within twenty-four hours;

For every storage facility covered by the inventory 
control requirements of this section, the owner 
shall, at least annually and at the owner's expense, 
submit the daily inventory records of the most 
recent calendar month for a leak detection 
statistical analysis by any professionally qualified 
person who has been approved by the Board of Health 
forsisthatoapurposes The person performing such an 
analysis shall promptly submit certified copies of 
the results of that analysis to the owner and to the 
Board of Health.

If the probability of a leak is indicated by 
inventory control procedures under Section 7 or by a 
monitoring system or by a line leak detector or by 
the malfunctioning of a suction pump or by _ the 
presence of product or product fumes in the 
surrounding area, or otherwise, the owner. shall, 
within seven calendar days, have the following step 
taken, at the owner's expense: 


have the readily accessible physical facilities on 
the premises carefully inspected for evidence of 
leakage; 


if the inspection does not confirm a leak, and if 
the piping can be tested without the need for 
excavation, have the piping tested in accordance 
with the provisions of subsections 8.09-8.10; 


if that testing fails to confirm a leak or if the 
piping cannot be tested without excavation, have the 
tank tested in accordance with the provisions of 
Subsections 8.09-8.10; 


if that testing fails to confirm a leak, excavate 
and have the piping tested, in accordance with the 
provisions of Subsections 8.09-8.10. 


If the inspections and testing outlined above fail to 
confirm a leak and if there is continuing evidence of a 
probable leak, the Board of Health may order the owner 
and operator to take the steps outlined in Section 9.

the case of a combination of interconnected tanks, 


each tank and its components shall be tested separately. 


If any of the testing specified in Subsection 8.1 
discloses a leak, the operator and owner shall 
comply immediately with the requirements of Section 
9, and the Board of Health may direct the owner, at 
the owner's expense, to have all other tanks on the 
premises and their components tested in the same 
manner. 
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The provisions of Subsections 8.4 - 8.6, inclusive, 
shall not be applicable to any storage facility to 
which the inventory control provisions of Section 7 
are applicable and _ shall not be applicable to any 
other storage facility consisting exclusively of one 
or more double-walled tanks, each equipped with a 
monitoring system, together with an automatic 
audible or visual alarm, between the two walls. 

The owner of every existing storage facility that 
does not satisfy the design requirements of Section 
5 shall have each tank and its piping tested, at the 
owner's expense, during the fee ol 9 tenth, 
thirteenth, sixteenth, eighteenth, and twentieth 
years after installation and annually thereafter. 


If the owner of any existing storage facility, 
pursuant to the provisions of Subsections 4.9-4.14, 
provides cathodic protection and electrical 
isolation for each tank in the facility, subsequent 
testing requirements shall be in accordance with the 
provisions of Subsection 8.6. 


The owner of every kind of new tank permitted under 
Subsection 5.1 and the owner of every existing tank 
that satisfies all of the design requirements’ of 
Section 5 shall have the tank and its piping tested, 
at the owner's expense, every seven years following 
the date of installation during the first fourteen 
years of existence and at two year intervals 
thereafter. 


With respect to any tank to which the inventory 
control requirements of Section 7 are applicable, 
the Board of Health shall require the owner to have

In April, Colleen M. Tuck was re-elected to the Board of 
Selectmen, Michael L. Cook was voted Chairman, and Sydney W. 
Falk as clerk of the Board. The year saw the appointment of 
Bernard F. Coffey as Chief of Police, Joan M. Leighton as Town 
Accountant, Bernard Yankowski as Highway Division Supervisor, 


Paul Bergeron as Veterans" Agent, and James Miller as Town 
Engineer. With great sorrow we note the passing of Fred 
Brauneis, Water Division Supervisor, on November 3, 1985. Fred 
served the town with dedication for over forty years, and will 


be deeply missed. 


The range and level of activities continued to be very 
high, including the following notable events or accomplishments 
during 1985: 


For the Lake Massapoag area sewer system design and 
construction specifications Sharon received a $262,000. grant 
award through the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) Clean Lakes Program. The Diagnostic 
Feasibility Study of Lake Massapoag, completed in 1984 and also 
funded through the DEQE Clean Lakes program, indicated that’ the 
most effective measure to arrest the eutrophication of Lake 
Massapoag would be the installation of a sanitary sewer system 
serving homes within three hundred feet of the lakeshore. 
According to the lake study, the institution of sewering around 
the lake has associated with it an expected 44% reduction in 
phosphorous entering the lake. (The phosphorous level has a 
direct relationship to nuisance aquatic weed growth. ) 


Centralized weekly collection of combined garbage and 
rubbish through contract with Browning Ferris Industries 
commenced in April when the Mountain Street landfill was closed. 
The residential weekly rate for this service was $1.91. In va 
related matter, a twenty-seven year agreement with SEMASS was 
Signed which provides that Sharon's refuse be processed at a 
resource recovery facility located in Rochester, Massachusetts, 
and expected to be operational in 1988 or 1989. 


After a seemingly interminable succession of federal and 
state government reviews, design approval was obtained for the 
long-awaited trarric safety improvements which include 
Ssignalization, mini-park and street trees at Post Office Square, 
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design changes at East Foxboro and Gunhouse Streets, Walpole 
Street at South Main Street, and Old Post Road at Route l. 
Construction of this 1.8 million dollar project is expected to 
begin during the first half of 1986. 


Aquifer protection and well development land exchange with 
-SKANCO S.F. Associates, owners of the former Simeone property, 
was authorized by a Special Town Meeting on December 2nd. The 
general terms of the land exchange were that the town receive 
some 95 acres of significance for aquifer protection purposes, 
including the Gavin's Pond water supply well site, which has 
been granted preliminary approval by the state; SKANCO obtain 
ownership of approximately 62 acres from the town and the right 
to construct, through Zoning Board of Appeal approval, 220 homes 
on its property consisting of approximately 288 acres; and that 
no less than 86% of the development be connected to a sewer 
system. The developer must also comply with requirements of 
other town regulatory agencies (i.e. Board of Health, Planning 
Board, Conservation Commission, and Building Department). 


If the Selectmen and SKANCO fail to execute an agreement to 
swap land, or should the conditions contained in such an 
agreement not be met, the Selectmen were further empowered to 
commence eminent domain proceedings with the objective of 
“taking” the 95 acres for aquifer protection. $675,000. was 
appropriated by the Special Town Meeting to be funded through a 
borrowing under the Water Department, should such action be 
necessary. 


$165,000. was appropriated by the October 21, 1985 Special 
Town Meeting for a drinking water corrision control program as 
recommended by the Water Master Plan which was completed in 
1985. This program provides for the use of potassium hydroxide, 
an alkaline additive to raise the ph of the water, thereby 
neutralizing its acidic properties which can cause accelerated 
deterioration of plumbing or elevated copper levels. 


Adaption of a General By-Law providing for comprehensive 
regulation of underground storage tanks of 300 gallons or more 
to protect water resources was voted at the October 21st Special 
Town Meeting. 


The town's insurance program was analyzed by professional 
risk management consultants, who concluded that the town's 
coverages were placed with highly reputable carriers and 
reasonably priced given current market conditions. 

An Employee Suggestion Awards Program was established. 


The Board retained Westwood Lodge Hospital to develop and 
provide an Employee Assistance Counseling Program. 


A Long-Range Planning Committee was created with 
representatives from the Warrant Committee, Planning Board, 
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Conservation Commission, Board of Selectmen, and School 
Committee. A member of the Board of Library Trustees was also 
appointed to this Committee by the Selectmen. 


Sharon received a Massachusetts Office of Communities and 
Development Incentive Aid Grant award of $3,000. to evaluate the 
efficiency and effectiveness of Sharon's financial operations as 
currently organized and to make recommendations on _ suggested 
changes in the organizational structure or operations as 
necessary.

A number of key personnel changes occurred during the year. 
With a deep sense of loss we note the passing of Frederick C. 
Brauneis on November 3, 1985. Fred served the town well for 
over forty years, and he will be sorely missed by his co-workers 
and friends. Bernard Moon was Acting Supervisor at year's end. 


Bernard J. Yankowski was promoted to the position of 
Highway Supervisor to fill the vacancy created by Paul Lovejoy's 
retirement. 


The Town Engineer position was filled with the appointment 
of James E. Miller, P.E., subsequent to the resignation of 
William D. Dowdell. 


Two employees were promoted to Working Foreman, Charles E. 
Shaw and Charles A. Bishop, who replaced William P. Roach after 
his retirement and George M. Gibson, who retired. 


Hurricane Gloria struck the town on September 27th. While 
there was no flooding, there was major damage from downed trees 
and limbs. The entire month of October and much of the rest of 
the year was spent on clean-up. 


The town land-fill was closed on April 28th and a town-wide 
refuse collection contract was awarded to Browning-Ferris 
Industries, who takes refuse to out-of-town landfills. The town 
has joined with several others in a long-range agreement with 
SEMASS for the conservion of refuse to energy. 


Snow removal activities were again confined to numerous 
small storms which required sanding and salting while plowing 
was not necessary. 


Water quality was the subject of considerable discussion 
over the course of the year. The copper content of the town's 
drinking water was a concern and although no health hazard was 
established, extraordinary precautions were directed in the 
public schools. A pilot program to test the efficiency of 
potassium hydroxide as a ph control proved successful, and at 
year's end a corrosion control project was under design by Amory 
Engineers, PC. 


A special town meeting in the fall authorized a land swap 
or outright acquisition of land for a well site and aquifer

protection in the Billings Brook area. A prolonged pump test at 
a proposed well site near Gavin's Pond in this aquifer resulted 
in conditional approval by DEQE of a sixth town well. 


A new group, the Sharon Shade Tree Committee, was organized 
through the efforts of Linda Badoian. The Committee's purpose 
is to foster the preservation, treatment and care of public 
shade trees. We look forward to working with the Committee in 
the future.

A major project this year was the reconstruction of 
sidewalks and overlay of the pavement on Deerfield Road. The 
surface course of pavement was applied to the D.P.W. yard. 


The town undertook a composting program, with the Farnham 
Road pit opened for four week-ends each in the spring and fall. 
The program was well received by the town residents. 


The Division assumed responsibility for the maintenance of 
several Recreation Department locations. Additional functions 
included maintenance of drainage structures, roadside mowing, 
stream clearance, tree care, street sweeping, line painting, 
street and traffic signs, traffic signals, street lighting, 
public buildings maintenance, fuel supply, and street 
maintenance.

The Engineering Division performed a variety of tasks 
throughout the year. 


As Agents for the Board of Health, the Division reviewed 
and approved plans for 163 septic systems. Each installation 
was inspected by Engineering Division personnel. Of these, 106 
were for new home construction and 57 were for repairs to 
existing systems. 


The Division supervised construction in several 
subdivisions. Drainage was installed on 14 streets and 12 
streets were paved. The division supported the Planning Board 
by attending meetings, reviewing plans, preparing estimates and 
writing reports. Preliminary planning for two large 
subdivisionss, MacIntosh Farms and Quail Ridge II were submitted 
near the end of the year. Discussion concerning options for 
cluster development, which includes an exchange of land between 
the developer and the town took place. This “Land Swap" was 
approved by vote at the special town meeting in December. 
Negotiations with the developer are continuing. 


The Engineering Division assisted the Operations Division 
by designing plans to correct drainage problems at the D.P.W. 
office, Maskwonicut Street, Mansfield Street, and Mitchell Road. 
The Division also assisted with clean-up after Hurricane Gloria 
by inventorying town trees damaged by the storm. 


The Division responded to numerous inquiries from the 
public on a variety of topics. Land development, drainage 
complaints and concerns about on-going construction were the 
most common.

Electrical wiring cannot be installed, nor can gas piping 
or reconnection of gas appliances or water piping or plumbing 
fixtures be installed without a permit by licensed personnel. 
All domestic water piping must be installed with no-lead solder 
as of January 1, 1986, and a chemical test will be performed on 
at least one joint on every inspected job. 


There were only two new non-residential structures 
constructed in 1985, a small greenhouse and a two story office 
building on General Edwards Highway. 


Sharon experienced substantial growth in 1985 because of 
the issuance of 151 permits for new single family dwelling 
structures, an increase of 42% over 1984 and an 82% increase 
over the five year average of 1980 - 1984. 


Total estimated value of construction was up by $3,990,818. 
over 1984, which is a 26% increase. 


There were 1354 wiring inspections and 1210 plumbing and 
gas inspections performed by Mr. Delaney and Mr. Grant.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Bernard F. Coffey, Chief of Police 


Some highlights of the Police Department avtivities during 
1985 are as follows: 


POLICE ENTRANCE EXAMINATIONS 


Under the guidelines of the Sharon Personnel By-Law, the 
third police entrance examination was held in October, 1985. 
284 applications were issued, 199 applications were returned, 
and 142 candidates took the written test, 62 of whom passed the 
test with a written score of 77% or better. The finalists in 
the selection process must face three oral tests, psychological, 
agility, physical and background tests prior to appointment to 
the police academy for fourteen weeks before being sworn in as 
regular members of the Sharon Police Department. 


There are seven vacancies to be filled on the Police 
Department, the largest number ever to be appointed at one time. 


Three new officers, Linda Dubois, William McGrath, and 
Richard Coughlin, were sworn in to the department in June, 1985 
after completing academy training from the previous exam. Linda 
Dubois is Sharon's first female officer, and is performing ina 
capable, professional manner. 


A new secretary, Mary Manifase and a new dispatcher, Edward 
Widberg, were hired after being selected over several other 
candidates for each position. 

RETIREMENTS - RESIGNATIONS 

The following officers left the Sharon force in 1985: 

Patrolman Joseph Pizzi, who transferred to the Brockton 
Police Department after spending approximately ten years on the 


Sharon department. 


Patrolman Paul Powell transferred to the State Police after 
spending approximately two years in Sharon. 


Patrolman Joseph Cuneo, a veteran of twenty-four years on 
the department, retired in June. 


Detective Patrolman James Testa, a veteran of twenty-three 
years on the department, retired in October. 


Sergeant George Markt, a veteran of twenty-seven years on 
the department, retired in September. 
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Sergeant John Butler, a veteran of twenty-six years on the 
department, will retire in January, 1986. 


Many thanks are extended to each of these people for 
sharing the years with us in the community and on the Police 
Department. They have all helped make Sharon a better place in 
which to live. May we wish each of you and your families the 
best of health and happiness. 


SAFETY 


The department received a national award for pedestrian 
safety from the American Automobile Association. This kind of 
accomplishment required a team effort from the entire 
department. The Police Department continues to sponsor "Officer 
Phil, Child Safety -Program.® Officers also present bicycle 
safety programs, crime prevention programs, drug seminars, etc. 


TRAINING 


All officers attend the South Suburban Police Institute 
annually for a forty hour period covering such topics as: Law of 
Arrest, Criminal Law Update, Accident Response Investigation, 
Suicide Prevention, Drugs, Officers Survival, First Responder, 
Motor Vehicle Law, CPR, Stress, Firearms Qualifications, etc. 


Many officers attended special sessions and seminars. on 
various police functions sponsored by the Criminal Justice 
Training Council. 


The entire department received training in suicide 
prevention and as First Responders; all sergeants were trained 
in the use of the breathalyzer. 


BURGLAR ALARM BY-LAW 


Because of the increase of false alarms and the demands 
they make for police services, the "Burglar Alarm Systems" 
by-law accepted by 1983 town vote was implemented in July, 1985. 
($50. fine in excess of three false alarms.) In addition to 
police services, complaints have been received many times of the 
noise caused by alarms in neighborhoods’ and the difficulty 
contacting someone to shut them off. This by-law has_ been 
effective in developing a more responsible attitude for the 
proper functioning of alarms by the owners. 


GOVERNOR'S HIGHWAY SAFETY GRANTS 


The Sharon Police Department launched a more aggressive 
program to combat drunken driving. Chief Coffey worked closely 
with Senator Keating to obtain two separate $3,000. grants to 
combat drunken driving. More sophisticated equipment was 
purchased and money for manpower resulted in more aggressive 
enforcement of this problem. A two man team operated weekends 
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ffom “July; "1965" tto- "January 1, 1906 on this selective 
enforcement. 


ROAD BLOCK 


On November 30, 1985 a road block for OUI (operating under 
the influence) was held at Post Office Square from 10:00 P.M. to 
2:00 A.M. The following figures were compiled at the road 
block. 720 cars processed; 52 vehicles delayed for 
investigation, 5 vehicles towed, 6 arrests; 2 arrests for 
persons under 21 years of age transporting alcoholic beverages; 
20 citations issued; 24 defective equipment tickets issued. 


DRUGS - ALCOHOL 


We have all worked together to raise awareness about the 
dangers of drug and alcohol use, but in areal sense the hard 
work is just beginning. The commitment of high school students 
has been encouraging. Most students say they want to do more to 
prevent the use of drugs and alcohol both in_ school and 
elsewhere. We have learned that a comprehensive system which 
includes law enforcement officials, parent groups, treatment 
professionals, school personnel and ‘students working together 
can have a lasting effect. We will continue to remind people 
that this is serious, that there is tragedy out there that has 
already struck the town on several occasions. 


Drug and alcohol abuse is not going to end without 
long-term commitment by all of ous. We must send ae strong 
message that drugs and alcohol are harmful and will not be 
tolerated. We will continue energizing a network of people in 
the town that understand the extent of the problem and are 
willing to do something about it. Parents are becoming 
interested. The clergy is uniting. Health care, town and 
school officials, and, most important, students themselves are 
getting involved.

The Fire Department collected, through inspection fees and 
permit charges, a total of $4,433., which was turned over to the 
Town Treasurer. 


From January 15, 1985 through April 30, 1985, the Sharon 
Fire Department issued 478 permits for the legal brush burning 
season. The spring of 1985 was an extremely dry season and 
brush fires caused extensive damage to many areas of our town. 
It was the first time in many years that the Chief of the 
Massachusetts State Forst Wardens banned burning during the open 
burning season. 


During 1985 the Fire Department responded to 17 house 
fires, one of the most severe years for house fires in a great 
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many years; 3 of the fires were for the most part total losses, 
the others suffered extensive damage. In one of the fires there 
was a loss of life, the first loss since 1969. 


In May the Fire Department received delivery of a new 1500 
gallon tank truck. This vehicle is a 1985 Ford F-800 series and 
will be a valuable assist to firefighters. 


The 1985 Annual Town Meeting approved a committee to 
establish a Fire Sub-Station Needs Committee. This Committee 
has had monthly meetings, gathered much information, and will 
report to the 1986 Annual Town Meeting for approval to establish 
a building committee. 


Through the bidding process a new Class I, Type III, 
ambulance was ordered. It is expected that this ambulance will 
be delivered during the month of April in 1986. The existing 
ambulance is a 1977 and has proven to be an excellent vehicle 
for the past nine years. 


DOG OFFICER

A total of 1,756 complaints were received and acted upon 
during the year 1985. Of this number, it was necessary to 
prosecute 43 dog owners in the District Court for failure to 
license their dogs and also for violation of the Dog Control 
By-Law. 


As a result of the above violations, the sum of $2,825. in 
fines and fees were collected and turned over to the Treasurer. 


Most of the 75 dogs which were reported as lost were found 
and returned to their proper owners. A total of 85 stray dogs 
were picked up and destroyed after the mandatory ten day waiting 
period was completed. 


A total of 14 dogs were sold to private individuals and the 
funds collected turned over to the Treasurer.

During 1985, fiscal limitations continued to affect the 
ability of the School Committee to address the educational needs 
of the children of the community. Unfortunately, these 
limitations are likely to become more severe in 1986. 
Specifically, the public schools face costs that are rising 
faster than revenues. During the past three years, the school 
budget, as voted by Town Meeting, has increased 6% to 9% per 
year, while the actual cost of operating the school system has 
risen by 12% per year. To balance the budget, the School 
Committee has had to make difficult choices regarding cutback in 
academic programs and physical plant maintenance. 


For the 1985-86 school year, the School Department was 
granted a $449,964. increase in its budget to $8,403,357. This 
modest increase of 6%, together with a slight decrease in our 
school population, allowed the School Committee to restore, on a 
limited basis, some former teaching and guidance positions. 
Also, we were fortunate to be able to employ a health teacher 
for the school system in response to the grave concerns in the 
community about substance abuse. At the same time, large 
problems remain. The austere school department budget has 
resulted in increased class’ sizes at all levels, and 
particularly at kindergarten and grade one. In addition, 
extraordinary expenses resulting from emergencies can no longer 
be absorbed within existing budget allocations. Without 
substantial increases in future funding, conditions are likely 
to worsen. In order to maintain elementary class size at 
appropriate pupil-teacher ratios, existing academic programs may 
have to be curtailed or eliminated. Unfortunately, cuts in 
federal funding because of the Gramm-Rudman Act, and reductions 
in state education aid to Sharon, will make relief from outside 
funding sources unlikely and will certainly aggravate the 
situation. The ability of the Sharon Public Schools to provide 
a full range of educational programs is in danger. 
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STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 


In spite of these fiscal limitations, the Sharon Public 
Schools still provide educational programs which enable our 
children to excel. The graduating class of 1985 had 88% of its 


membership planning to continue their formal education. In 
addition, 69% of the graduating class of 1985 planned to attend 
four-year, degree granting institutions. Four graduates were 


National Merit Scholars and 12 students received Letters of 
Commendation. Conversely, the drop-out rate of approximately 2% 
is extremely low. We attribute this low rate, in part, to the 
importance that the adults place upon education in our 
community. 


Individual student recognition and team awards were 
bestowed upon the student body during the 1984-1985 school year. 
The Mathematics Team captured the Hockomock League championship 
for the second consecutive year. Both the gymnastics and boys' 
tennis teams won their respective Hockomock League 
championships. Numerous individual student awards for 
outstanding service in athletic competition at the league, 
regional, and state levels were received during the year. 


CURRICULUM IMPROVEMENT/STAFF DEVELOPMENT 


Professional renewal and curriculum improvement continue to 
be priorities in our school. With federal, state, and local 
monies, the School Committee has provided the following 
programs: 


CURRICULUM IMPROVEMENT 


ic Foreign Language - a summer workshop to develop 
computerized instructional units in French and Spanish at 
Sharon High School. 


“i Creative Movement - a year-round program to assist the 
physical education staff in implementing creative movement 
into the physical education curriculum.

interested staff members in implementing activities within 
the classroom that will assist students and staff in 
controlling stressful situations. 


4. Elementary Mathematics - a summer workshop’ to develop 
lessons that classroom teachers can use to implement’ the 
elementary mathematics curriculum. 

vie Elementary Writing - a summer workshop to develop writing 
lessons that classroom teachers can use to implement’ the 
elementary writing program. 


6. Art History - a year-round program to develop curriculum 
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that will integrate art history into the social studies 
curriculum at the junior high and the high school. 


Elementary Science - a year-round program to review and 
develop integrated science curriculum at the elementary 
level. 


Gifted and Talented - a year-round program with Bridgewater 
State. College “that willis focus son increasing female 
participation in mathematics. 


Student Athletics - a summer workshop that resulted ina 
comprehensive handbook for coaches to implement athletic 
programs in accordance with existing School Committee and 
Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic Association 
policies. 


INSERVICE STAFF DEVELOPMENT OPPORTUNITIES 


Computer Training - a five day course with the staff at 
Data General with emphasis on developing computer-assisted 
classroom management activities. 


Left Brain/Right Brain Workshop - a staff training program 
that focused on understanding different learning styles and 
the implication for classroom instruction conducted by 
Manny Elkind from Polaroid Corporation. 


Health Curriculum - a five day workshop for teachers "to 
implement the elementary health curriculum. 


Skillful Teacher - a course for teachers and administrators 
to develop a revised procedure for faculty evaluation and 
improving classroom instruction. 


PRIME Computer Training - an employee training program 
designed to assist our staff to use the computer at Town 
Hall for school and student data management purposes. 


Drug/Alcohol Awareness and Training - a staff training 
program, to increase identification, detection, and 
understanding of the problems of drug and alcohol abuse by 
students. 


Open Court Field Testing Program - a year-round program in 
which selected elementary school teachers have _ been 
reviewing and evaluating proposed revisions to the Open 
Court Reading Program. 

INSTRUCTIONAL EQUIPMENT 


Two significant capital outlay programs were implemented 


that have resulted in improved instructional opportunities for 
students at Sharon High School. The first was the purchase of 
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28 electronic typewriters for the typing classes. Students now 
have the opportunity to develop typing skills expected in the 
workplace. The second purchase was a "turn-key" state of the 
art PRIME computer system that will enable our students to 
develop sophisticated programming skills required at the 


entrance levels of college and business. In addition, the 
computer system will be utilized LOG computer-assisted 
instruction in other academic areas of the high school 


curriculum and for future administrative purposes. 


Regular curricula studies and review are essential for 
maintaining effective programs for our students. As federal and 
state sources of funding diminish, increased monies from local 
and private sources must be obtained in order to maintain the 
effectiveness of the school system's instructional and support 
programs. 


SPECIALIZED STUDENT ACTIVITIES 


Our students continue to be afforded specialized activities 
and programs that reinforce the regular curriculum. While it is 
not possible to mention all of these opportunities, the 
following are examples of activities and programs that have been 
most effedtive: 


thes Career Awareness - a summer program for students’ to 
increase their awareness in making career decisions. 


ya Computer Camp - a summer program for students at _ the 
elementary and junior high school levels that provided 
interested students with additional computer instruction. 


3 Little Flags Theatre - a cultural program designed to 
provide students in grades 7 and 8 with an opportunity to 
develop original drama and for students in selected grade 
five classes to provide opportunities in developing 
creative drama in an interracial setting with students from 
RhescCity of Boston. 


4. Junior Great Books Program - a literature appreciation 
program for students in grades 2 through 6. 


oy Audubon Science Program - a program in natural science for 
students at the East Elementary School. 


Ys Nutrition Education - an innovative program in which 
students in grade 4 at the Cottage Street Elementary School 
wrote and performed a play on nutrition education. 


tf Chapter I - a remedial program in reading and mathematics 
for students at the high school. 


ote Handicap Awareness Program - a program for students at’ the 
Heights Elementary School that increases understanding of 
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persons with handicapping conditions. 


Ee SADD Chapter - the establishment of a local chapter of 
Students Against Driving Drunk. 


10. Kendall Whaling Museum - a science program for all students 
enrolled in grade 5. 


The Sharon Public Schools are indeed fortunate to have the 
support of a large number of local groups, the business 
community, and interested individuals. Through their efforts we 
have been able to sponsor numerous non-budgeted, specialized 
activities, as well as to purchase additional equipment and 
instructional materials for our students. Among the groups and 
individuals who have donated time, money, and/or equipment are:

BUILDING AND MAINTENANCE 

Our physical plants continue to deteriorate because of our 
fiscal constraints. The community has begun to realize this 
situation, and at the 1985 Annual Town Meeting, the electorate 
approved a number of long overdue capital outlay projects 
intended to correct and/or improve the school buildings and 
facilities. The projects that were approved were: 
thes Asbestos encapsulation at the high school; 
Pay Reroofing of the junior high school; 
3 Fuel oil tank replacement at the Cottage Street School; 
4, Sealcoating of the track at the junior high school; 
5. Sealcoating of the tennis courts at the high school; 


Gr Replacement of the intercom console at the high school; 


fis Engineering study to determine corrective measures 
necessary to repair the gymnasium floor at the high school. 


Major capital outlay projects for the public schools are 
necessary. It is hoped that the Capital Outlay Commitee will 
continue to recognize this need and approve proposals by the 
School Committee for consideration by the citizenry at future 
town meetings. 


The maintenance and grounds staff continue to demonstrate 
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extraordinary efforts at maintaining our school buildings and 
grounds. Even though the task is often frustrating, this small 
group is dedicated and committed to performing at a high level 
of efficiency. 


RETIREMENTS 


Each year, the School Committee recognizes retired 
employees by publishing their names in the Annual Town Report. 
During 1984, the following staff members retired: Lillian 
Boothby, home economics, ea | years; Beverly Farwell, 
kindergarten, 33 years; Marion Haley, guidance counselor, 31 
years; Charlotte Herman, sixth grade, 19 years; Celia Madonna, 
school aide, 16 years; Marilyn Leventhal, guidance secretary, 25 
years; Jane Schultz, secretary, 18 years; Elizabeth Price, 
cafeteria, 21 years; and Elizabeth Worth, cafeteria, 20 years. 


The School Committee, administration, and staff wish each 
of our retired employees well and thank them for their many 
years of devoted service to the school department and children 
of Sharon. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


The School Committee is charged with the responsibility of 
overseeing the education programs of the public schools and for 
expending the largest departmental budget in the community. 
Accordingly, the public is encouraged to attend School Committee 
meetings in order to have a better understanding of how issues 
and problems are deliberated and resolved in the best interest 
of the students and the community. In the future the School 
Committee will be faced with having to make decisions regarding 
the curtailment of existing school programs as a result of 
dwindling financial resources. It is essential that the public 
be aware of these problems and the rationale for School 
Committee decisions. 


All School Committee meetings are conducted at the Office 
of the Superintendent of Schools, 1 School Street, at 8:00 P.M., 
unless it is otherwise stated on the agenda. The meetings can 
be viewed live on the public access channel 8 of the local cable 
television station. The agendas for School Committee meetings 
are posted 48 hours in advance of each meeting date at Town 
Hall, the Public Library, the Post Office, and the Recreation 
Department. 


CONCLUSISON 


Calendar year 1985 witnessed many changes in key 
administrative positions within the school system. Mr. Thomas 
LaGrasta was promoted to the position of Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools in January. He filled the vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Mr. Raymond A. Angers in December, 
1984, after nineteen years of service to the school system. We 
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hired an experienced and knowledgeable Director of Public 
Personnel Services, Mr. Robert J. Doyle, in April to fill the 
vacancy caused by the promotion of Mr. LaGrasta. In July, Dr. 
Kilburn E. Culley, Jr. was elected to fill the vacancy in the 
high school principalship caused by the resignation of Mr. David 
Schein in June of 1984. Happily, all three of our recently 
appointed administrators are performing well in their new 
assignments. 


The Sharon Public Schools are facing a crisis brought about 
by the continued lack of full funding for their educational 
programs. No longer will the School Committee be able to 
provide the community with the excellent programs that have been 
an expected part of the school system. The need for large 
expenditures of funds for unanticiapted maintenance repairs, the 
spiraling costs of materials, supplies, utilities, and 
non-educational services such as school bus’ transportation, 
limit the School Committee's ability to fund essential 
instructional programs and to address the problems of large 
class sizes. 


The community is indeed fortunate to have a dedicated staff 
of employees. Without their untiring efforts, dedication, and 
enthusiasm, the school system could not maintain its excellent 
standing and reputation in the educational community. The Town 
of Sharon must support the effort of its employees by insisting 
that the public schools receive improved funding levels in 
future years. 
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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
James J. Leonard, Sharon Representative 


There are eight towns and the City of Brockton involved in 
this regional effort which provides students with occupational 
training leading directly to full time employment. Of the total 
school budget of $5,998,785., Sharon's assessment was $30,054. 
Sharon had 55 students enrolled at Southeastern during the 
1984-1985 school year. 


There are 23 occupational programs offered at the high 
school level. Currently the high school enrollment is 1,273. 
There are six post secondary occupational training programs 
available to adults. These programs are: Data Processing, 
Electronics, Dental Assistant, Licensed Practical Nurse, Medical 
Assistant, Medical Lab Technician. At the present time there 
are 137 students enrolled in the Technical Institute for a total 
enrollment of 1,410 students in the day program. 


Ninety per cent of the class of 1985 was placed in full 
time jobs. The Technical Institute enjoyed a 98% placement of 
the students graduating from all programs. Job locating and/or 
placement services are available to past graduates as well.

Illness and change have made it difficult to function.

RECOGNITION 


Because of the illnesses and changes throughout the year, 
the staff of the library has been continually called upon to do 
extra tasks and to train new people. Their very positive 
response to one emergency after another has made it possible to 
do a difficult job well. Heartiest thanks and recognition are 
due to therm. 
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BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


Storm windows were put on the windows of the 1914 building 
in January. 


Merrick Engineering completed papapet capping and skylight 
gutter drains in May. For the first time since 1980 the new 
addition stopped leaking. The original contractor, V. Allen 
Construction, has not yet completed its portion of payment for 
this work. 


Additional attention during the year was required by leaks 
in the 1960 roof, heating system breakdowns, and electrical 
malfunctions. However, fortunately Hurricane Gloria caused no 
damage at the library, which was open and fully operational the 
day after the hurricane struck. 


AUTOMATION 


: At the Annual Town Meeting first year funding for the 
Library's membership in the Old Colony Library Network was 
voted. Local appropriations from the 16 phase one members were 
matched by a $400,000. Library Services and Construction Act 
federal grant, and $100,000. in state funds. The Old Colony 
Library Network will provide for fast and efficient sharing of 
resources among all the member libraries. Collection 
development will be coordinated, both materials and personnel 
will be used more effectively, records management and 
bibliographic control will be improved, and residents of member 
communities will be better served. 


Currently Sharon is weeding and barcoding its collection. 
This phase alone requires hundreds of staff and volunteer hours 
to do. Also, bids have been received and evaluated for the 
total network. 


2. Through private fund raising, the libraries of Norfolk, 
Walpole, and Sharon, under project CLIP, have purchased 
microcomputers and printers which will be used to produce 
current union lists of holdings like magazines and records. 


THE COMMUNITY 


Many community groups used the library's community meeting 
roots a Laos. These included Sharon Historical Society, the 
Sharon Community Youth Coalition, the Shade Tree Committee, the 
League of Women Voters, the Sharon Creative Arts Association, 
and the Land Swap Committee. Many individuals exhibited 
special collections and artwork At othe, lt orary « Many 
individuals volunteered over 1,200 hours of their time during 
the year in support of the library and the Friends. Family 
Evenings with people like author Norman Bridwell, storyteller 
Bill Harley and Mother Goose were funded by the Friends of the 
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Library and were attended by 60 or more children with parents 
and grandparents. This year the Friends also presented concert 
pianists David and Christine Hagan to a standing-room-only 
audience. Hundreds of books and magazines were donated to the 
library, as well as many memorial gifts. The library is able to 
serve the community as well as it does becausse the community 
gives of itself in time and talent and money to the library. We 
thank all of those who have helped and encourage those who have 
not to get involved with their library.

The Sharon Recreation Department is the principle leisure 
service agency in Sharon charged with the responsibility of 
improving the quality of life for all local citizens by 
providing safe, accessible and healthful recreational 
opportunities, programming year-round leisure services and 
activities and managing community recreation facilities and open 
space for the enjoyment for all. 


In 1985 the responsible management of resources, fiscal and 
physical, by the department was seen in the generation of 
$90,000. revenue from user fees and charges assessed for 
recreation programs and Community Center rentals. The Community 
Center building came very close to paying for itself. During 
the past year the Department was able to continue a maintenance 
program at the Community Center, Deborah Sampson Park and 
Memorial Park Beach. The "Friends of the Sharon Playground" 
completed the installation of new playground equipment at the 
Dr. Walter A. Griffin Playground with the help and support of 
the Department of Public Works. 


As a significant management improvement in 1985, the 
Department organized a team of volunteers to produce a 
basketball manual for volunteer coaches to be used in 1986.

The Planning Board met forty times in public session, held 
five subdivision public hearings, three zoning amendment public 
hearings, and held numerous subcommittee meetings. 


Martin A. Levitt was elected to the Board in the town 
election of 1985, replacing Paul Bjorkholm, who did not run for 
re-election. William Dowdell, the Town Engineer, and Adele 
Kohl, Planning Board Secretary, left the employ of the town 
during the year, but the Board has been quite fortunate in being 
able to use the services of James Miller, new Town Engineer, and 
Birute Ziaugra, our new Secretary to the Planning Board. 


The Board has created two new subcommittees, one on 
Multifamily Open Space Zoning and another on Scenic Roads and 
Tree Preservation. Both committees have proposed articles for 
action at the Annual Town Meeting in April, 1986. 


The Board was responsible for sponsoring an article to 
encourage our state legislators to work for passage of land bank 
legislation similar to that of Nantucket. 


The Board, with the help of its planning consultant, Phil 
Herr, in conjunction with the Conservation Commission, prepared 
an Open Space Master Plan of the town. 


The Board was also active in taking a stand against a land 
Swap proposal for the Simeone Property proposed by the 
Selectmen. The Town Meeting approved the land swap with a 
stipulation that if the land swap was unsuccessful, then eminent 
domain proceedings would take place in accordance with the 
position of the Planning Board. 


Two issues have dominated the Board's time during the past 
year. The first was the Walton Park Subdivision off Cottage 
Street, which saw the right of Board members to participate in 
deliberations challenged by applicants of a nine lot subdivision 
that was ultimately disapproved by the Board in unanimous 
decision and is now before the courts. 


Another issue of magnitude was the MacIntosh Farm proposal 
of 200 acraes brought forward by an applicant and town residents 
to create a new district to allow clustered condominiums. This 
issue was not acted on during the October Special Town Meeting 
and is on the agenda for the Annual Town Meeting in April, 1986. 


HEPA 


The Board was successful in having the Special Town Meeting 
approve its Water Resources Conservation District, which should 
further the town's aims to protect its streams and wetlands.

The Council on Aging is a voluntary board of concerned 
local residents who act as the grass roots advocates for a 
network of comprehensive services for the elder citizens in the 
Town of Sharon. The council assists in the delivery of these 
services made possible by the area agency on home care (King 
Philip Elder Services) and the Massachusetts Department of Elder 
Affairs. 


In 1985 the Council on Aging provided a "Drop-in-Center" at 
the Community Center where the elderly could avail themselves of 
daily hot nutritional meals and weekly hot kosher meals' made 
available by the area agency. In addition, home delivered meals 
were available to those who were home-bound. Among the_ social 
functions provided at the Community were bingo games, exercise 
and line dance classes, films and speakers from the American 
Lung Association, the Sharon Public Library and from the 
Massachsuetts departments of law and tax assistance. State and 
local politicians and celebrities spoke at several civic 
sponsored senior parties. 


The Council and King Philip Elder Services co-sponsored a 
comprehensive health insurance forum which impacted senior 
health insurance options with representatives from Blue Cross, 
Blue Shield and several HMO's (health maintenance organizations) 
in attendance. The Council participated jointly in the 
Department of Elder Affairs "Walking Club" and the Governor's 
Cup with Stoneybrook Court. The sixty Sharonites who 
participated in the Governor's Cup won an award for Outstanding 
Community Participation. SENLOLesCrLizens. OF Sharon have 
available to them the Silver Pages Senior Citizens' Discount 
Directory and the Passport Identification Card. The Council, in 
coalescence with Self Help, the local designated agency, 
distributed food commodities to eligible persons throughout’ the 
year. The Council acted as a conduit for employment 
opportunities in the Senior-Aid program. We provided an office 
and a part-time Senior Aide who took reservations for bus 
transportation to the drop-in center, to mall and food shopping, 
to local banks, Post Office, special events and local trips. 
The Council provided for a part-time coordinator who planned the 
programs and acted as direct liason between the elder population 
and the services of the Area Agency and the Department of Elder 
Affairs. 


The Council on Aging wishes to thank the Recreation 
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Department and the many volunteers who helped to make the past 
year such a positive one. 


The Council will be asking for your help as a volunteer

Advisory Board is that of liaison between the public and the 
Board of Selectmen (which acts as the Board of Health),

matters pertaining to the public health of the community. The 
Advisory Board includes interested citizens with professional 
experience in many varied facets of health related subjects.

Since its inception in 1966 when the town voted to allow 
the Board of Selectmen to act as the Board of Health, the 
Professional Advisory Board has striven to maintain the very 
highest possible level of health standards. The Board's 
activity has increased in recent years, now involving 
cooperative efforts with other town committees, e.g., the Lake 
Management Committee, Conservation Commission, Planning Board, 
etc. Some of the Advisory Board's accomplishments during 1985 
were as follows: 


Studied the use of calcium chloride for snow and ice 
control in order to lower the sodium level of the drinking 
water. After discussions with the Conservation Commission 
Chairman, Town Engineer, and DPW Superintendent, it was 
recommended that calcium chloride be used on the roads_ which 
drain into the aquifers feeding the wells. The Selectmen 
accepted this recommendation for the '85-'86 winter season. 


Discussions were held during the year regarding underground 
storage tanks on such matters as regulation, testing, licensing, 
etc. A subcommittee, consisting of Robert Lapuck and Joseph 
Jammallo, discussed this with the Fire Chief, Conservation 
Commission Chairman, and the Planning Board's Subcommittee on 
Groundwater Protection. A lengthy review of this issue resulted 
in the October Special Town Meeting passage of a new by-law, 
"Rules and Regulations Regarding Underground Storage of 
Hazardous Materials and Regulated Substances." 


Investigated methods of stress management to be utilized 
for town employees and evaluated several different groups which 


126 


offer stress management programs, resulting in recommendation to 
the Selectmen that Westwood Lodge Hospital be chosen as the 
primary mental health care provider for town employees in a 
proposed employee assistance program. The Selectmen approved 
the recommendation, which will allow about 120 town employees to 
receive counseling and other services at Westwood Lodge under 
the town's medical health insurance. 


Reviewed with the Executive Director of the Walpole 
Visiting Nurse Association that agency's proposal to contract 
with Sharon for public health nursing services. After lengthy 
discussion it was recommended that Sharon retain control of the 
Public Health Department, chiefly due to the Board's feeling 
that under the current system the nursing staff retains greater 
flexibility of services and local control. Also, members’ could 
not see an increase in services to be provided by Walpole VNA. 


Careful evaluation of drinking water test results was 
ongoing, particularly the testing for copper levels. Although 
no data received on the subject indicated a health hazard, the 
Board heartily approved of the DPW Corrosion Control Program as 
recommended by Amory Engineers which is intended, through the 
injuction of potassium hydroxide, to reduce the corrosiveness of 
Sharon's water and, as a byproduct, should reduce the copper 
levels in the water to below the federally recommended secondary 
standard of one part copper per million parts water. A two 
month trial program of adding potassium hydroxide to one of the 


wells indicated success. The October Special Town Meeting 
approved the funding to continue this program on a town wide 
basis. Interim measures, suggested by this Board to lower 


copper levels of drinking water in the schools, should continue 
until this program becomes operational; basically involving the 
constant running of some bubblers and cafeteria faucets in the 
schools. 


Board members accompanied Dr. Lapuck in the examination of 
sanitary conditions at the lakefront. 


The Board recommended that the schools be notified that all 
lavatories must be maintained in proper condition after being 
brought up to standards. 


EMT procedures and equipment currently in use was reviewed. 
A study was begun of dental health programs in schools. At the 
request of the Planning Board, a study of Board of Health 
procedures for approval of subdivisions was begun. 


The Public Health Advisory Board will continue to provide 


integral input for the Board of Selectmen in a variety of health 
related matters.

The Sharon Board of Health, through the PUblic Health 
Nursing Department, provides health promotion and therapeutic 
services to the residents of Sharon. Services include blood 
pressure monitoring, blood sugar checks, immunizations, allergy 
and - therapeutic. sinjuctlens jet er CLalioce. counseling, and 
referrals. In addition to office and clinic services, home 
Visits are also) provided.~,. During’ 1985 a4 total””"oL 1236G)eorr sce 
visits took place, and a total of 496 home visits were made. 


Clinics held during 1985 included the following number of 
participants:

The monthly blood pressure clinics offered at Sharon Green 
Condominiums and Hixson Farm Housing also included the new 
housing at Stonybrook Court in 1985. A total of 882 senior 
citizens participated in these clinics. 


Maternal-Infant home assessments are also provided once a 
referral has been made. A total of 73 referrals were made. 


Immunizations and allergy injections are offered on Tuesday 
afternoons and Friday mornings, when physician coverage is 
available. This is coordinated through Steven Ross, M.D., as he 
is available in the event of an emergency. A total of 49 
immunizations were given during 1985 for patients ages 4 and 
older against the following: Diptheria, Tetanus, Pertussis, 
Measles, Mumps, Rubella and Polio. In addition, 190 Mantoux 
tuberculin tests were given (free of charge) for tuberculosis 
screening. 


The Nursing Department also participates in various 
community programs and groups.

Permits and licenses are issued by the Board of Health for 
the following: keeping of animals (subject to approval by the 
Animal Inspector); caterers; manufacture and sale of ice cream; 
pasteurization and/or sale of milk; motels; camps; operation of 
retail food establishments; temporary food service; semipublic 
pools (all under supervision of Sanitarian); giving of massages; 
transportation of offal; dumpster permits; pesticide applicators 
(all subject to approval of Health Agent). In 1985 a total of 
$2,035. was turned in to the Treasurer through receipts for the 
above-mentioned licenses and permits.

Department has been most cooperative in working with the Health 
Department; as a result, wholesome food is prepared and served 
in a healthful environment. 


Registration and routine inspection of all establishments 
providing catering services within the town is ongoing to assure 
compliance with the state Sanitary Code. 


All retail food establishments are inspected for sanitary 
compliance. 


Peis: food service establishments are inspected for 
conformance with Title 10 of the state Sanitary Code. All 
construction plans for new food service and retail 


establishments are reviewed prior to opening. 


Weekly laboratory tests are performed on Lake Massapoag 
swimming areas from June to September in order to ensure safe 
public swimming; in addition, testing is performed on all 
semi-public swimming pools within the town. Inspection of the 
lakefront refreshment stand and restroom facilities is ongoing 
throughout the summer season. 


Prior to the opening of the camping season, all camps 
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located in the town are visited by the Sanitarian to determine 
compliance with the state Sanitary Code. Visits are made to 
camps during the camping season to ensure continuation of 
sanitation standards. 


All public health complaints made to the department are 
investigated and resolved. 


VETERANS' SERVICES

The Board of Selectmen appointed Paul R. Bergeron, 
effective June 1, 1985, based on the recommendations of the 
Veterans' Agent Selection Committee. 


The Veterans' Agent provides financial assistance to needy 
Sharon veterans and their families in accordance with provisions 
of Chapter 115, Massachusetts General Laws. 


As the Veterans' Services Officer, information, referral, 
advice and assistance are also provided to all veterans and/or 
their family members. This service is directed toward obtaining 
benefits offered by state and federal agencies to which veterans 
are, or may be, entitled relative to employment, vocational or 
other educational opportunities, hospitalization, medical care, 
pension, veterans' loans, burial allowance, grave marker and 
other veterans' benefits. 


To further inform veterans and the community of veteran 
related matters, a weekly veterans news column was instituted in 
the Sharon Advocate. 


VETERANS' GRAVES

The Veterans' Services Director is automatically appointed 
as the Veterans' Graves Officer. 


All known veteran graves located in Sharon were visited by 
the Graves Officer. All graves were found to be suitably kept 
and cared for as required by the state law. Memorial Day 
observances were conducted to honor veterans of all wars. 


The Memorial Day observances, which included several 


ceremonies, placement of U.S. flags at each grave site, and 
placement of flowers were successful due to the active support 
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and participation of the veterans from the Sharon American 


Legion, Sharon Veterans of Foreign Wars, and Sharon Jewish War 
Veterans posts. These members also re-stacked and/or replaced 
U.S. flags at each Sharon veteran grave site as part of the 


Veterans' Day observance.

1985 was a year of transition for the Sharon Transportation 
Advisory Board. One member decided not to request a 
reappointment and all of us on the Board wish Bill Loiselle the 
best for 1986. 


The Selectmen appointed three new members to the Board, 
Paul King, David A. Bohn, and Mitchell Blaustein. These 
gentlemen bring varied transportation backgounds to this 
committee. 


The completion of the southeast expressway project has not 
reduced the ridership on the morning trains to Boston. The 
morning commute for Sharonites has seen the trains well 
maintained, heated or air conditioned as the season warrants, 
and the on-time percentage is very high. However, many 
commuters have had to stand because of the increased ridership 
on certain morning trains. This has caused the Advisory Board 
to contact the Boston and Maine Corporation requesting 
additional cars be provided for the morning commuter trains. 
This problem is also evident for the evening commute from Boston 
to Sharon, especially for the express train from Boston to 
Sharon at 5:11 P.M., and the 5:41 Attleboro local. 


The additional pay telephone at the Sharon train station on 
the outbound side was installed in mid-spring. The condition of 
the stairs on the inbound side continue to concern the Board as 
was the case in 1985, when repairs were twice needed to make 
these stairs passable for our commuters. The condition of the 
Depot Street bridge over the railroad was addressed this past 
year when the Selectmen contacted the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works Taunton Office requesting that corrective 
actions be taken as soon as possible before an injury or tragedy 
occurs at the location. 


The taxi service in the town has served our residents well 
during 1985.

Sharon was represented at all of the MBTA Advisory Board 
meetings held in 1985. The town's representative also served on 
the Executive Committee in 1985 and continued as Chair of the 
Commuter Rail Subcommittee. 


The budget for the coming year (July 1986 - June 1987) is 
$498°million,-an Vincreasey \of7 "5.6%. Net revenues are also 
expected to increase, although not enough to offset the total 
cost increase. The amount of the difference between revenues 
and costs, the "Net Cost of Service" (deficit), is assessed in 
part to the cities and towns in the district with the remainder 
picked up by the state. The local share cannot exceed the 
previous year's cost by 2.5%, so the remainder must be included 
in the governor's budget submission. Because the 1980 commuter 
statistics are used for the first time, the assessment seen on 
the Cherry Sheet for the FY ‘86 town budget will be taken from 
ther CY "85) costs and willbe; up; to2Z5 + to; 35,0001) greater? than 
Las tre years sues 267500. The town's weighted vote is currently 
2944e ont OfseliO5. 


The budget submitted by the T was reduced 17 million by the 
Advisory Board and included a $3.1 million reduction in the 
Commuter Rail budget. The town's representative, also. the 
Chairman of the Board's Commuter Rail Committee, concurred with 
these changes because they were aimed at forcing the B & M 
Railroad (the contractor for the operation of the commuter rail 
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facilities) to work more vigorously to utilize part-timers, 
contract-out some services, and eliminate anachronistic work 
rules during contract negotiations with the rail unions that 
began in December 1986. 


The success of the southside rail service continued to be a 
mixed blessing in 1985. Overcrowding due to limited equipment 
continued to plague riders although on-time records continued to 
equal standards that had not been experienced within memory. 
Extra service instituted during the reconstruction of the 
Southeast Expressway has been continued including late evening 
trains - with, departures at 6:45, S215, 9:45 and 11:59" P.M. The 
northside commuter-rail service to the north has been restored 
following construction of a new bridge at North Station and a 
totally new bridge and trestle running from Salem to Beverly. 


The 34 new passenger cars ordered from a German company are 
expected to begin arriving in the fall of 1986, greatly 
augmenting the 147 cars available at present for both north and 
southside service. In addition, the T exercised its option to 
purchase 33 more cars (at a slightly lower cost of $33 million) 
as a result of the Transportation Bond Issue passed by the 
legislature in December. 


The Advisory Board continued to go on record as favoring a 
moderate fare increase on the commuter rail lines so that fares 
reflected a percentage of cost similar to that of the remainder 
of the system (33%). Both the South Station Transportation 
Center and the southwest corridor are proceeding close to 
schedule. While the southwest corridor stations appear to be 
very near completion, they are architecturally impressive and 
will be a light-years improvement over the decrepit Orange Line 
elevated line. Electrical and signal work will prevent opening 
the southwest corridor until early 1987. 


The Board's very capable staff director, LuJean Holmes, 
joined another agency during the year. Replacing her was Ms. 
Ann Larner, a special assistant this year, who is ably filling 
the void in this valuable component of our regional government.

Since the town meeting of April 20, 1983 mandated that’ the 
Mountain Street Sanitary Landfill be closed as of April 30, 1985 
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1985, it became necessary to arrange for the out-of-town 
disposal of our solid waste after that date. To accomplish this 
the Committee helped prepare a bid specification for the weekly 
collection of rubbish and garbage combined for disposal outside 
of town. Browning-Ferris Industries was the successful bidder 
for this service, which began on April 29, 1985. Each user is 
billed by BFI for this service. 


The Waste Acquisition Agreements which have been executed 
between the several communities and SEMASS were not uniform in 
detail, and therefore it became necessary, for bonding purposes, 
to develop a uniform agreement acceptable to all the communities 
and banks. This new agreement was approved by the special town 
meeting of October 21, 1985. 


The communities which have signed agreements have formed 
the Council of SEMASS Communities for the purpose of collecting, 
exchanging and disseminating information on matters associated 
with the operation of SEMASS. Alfred H. Hoffman has_ been 
appointed the representative for Sharon 


On Saturday, November 9, 1985, groundbreaking ceremonies 
were held in Rochester, Massachusetts, at the site of the SEMASS 
waste-to-energy facility which is scheduled for operation in 
1988.

The Historic District, which comprises five buildings close 
to the center of town in the General Residence Zone, presented 
no problems during the year 1985. We are still waiting for the 
Legislature to act on a bill to establish "Historic Landmark" 
designations for historic houses located outsdie the Historic 
District of any town but of major importance to the town's 
history, military feats, agriculture, industrial or political 
significance, for example, Cobb's Tavern. 


The Historical Commission was notified by the Massachusetts 
Historic Commission that the survey of historic houses built 
between 1750 and 1850 would need additional data concerning 
architecture and historic significance. The original material 
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was completed over ten years ago when there was little direction 
from anyone concerning details wanted. The Sharon Commission 
will work on this request. 


Another nomination for the National Register of Historic 
places is the Job Swift house on Mountain Street. This will be 
pursued also. 


The development of the so-called Quail Ridge property east 
of Shaw's near I-95 is being followed closely. The site of the 
Stoughtonham (or Ebeneezer Mann) furnace is located very close 
to Gavin's Pond in the development area. Massachusetts 
Historical Commission and Boston University analyses of the area 
state that there is good probability the area has much in the 
way of 1775-1800 artifacts and, further into Foxborough, the 
possibility of pre-historic Indian artifacts. Attention will be 
given to preserving as much of the area as seems feasible. 


BORDERLAND STATE PARK ADVISORY COUNCIL 
Jean Santos, Sharon Representative 


Once again Borderland has fulfilled its function of 
providing a setting for outdoor recreation for the people of 
Sharon and surrounding towns. Borderland State Park is located 
on Massapoag Avenue about two miles south of Mansfield Street. 
A striking carved-wood sign surrounded by plantings signals your 
way into this tranquil area. There are two parking lots 
available; one fans out through the woods, the other gives a 
view of the ivy-covered stone mansion built by Oakes and Blanche 
Ames as a home for their family. Before you are fields, woods, 
ponds, trails, flora and fauna covering 1600 acres. The house 
and land were acquired by the state in 1971, and have since been 
open to the public for all kinds of passive recreation (no 
motors). 


Land acquisitions during the past year included 180 acres 
of land at the northern edge of the park previously owned by 
Robert Morse. Negotiations for other smaller parcels that 
adjoin the park are also proceeding. The Morse purchase should 
protect watershed land for Lake Massapoag and give us_ greater 
wildlife habitat. This land, which was once farmed, would 
surely have been swallowed by up developers if not purchased by 
the state. 


There were more organized recreational activities during 
1985 at Borderland than ever before. There were also more 
visitors, with the parking lot overflowing on most weekends. At 
least 60,000 people enjoyed one or more visits, with 200-300 
coming out for each of the six house tours. Three outdoor 
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concerts were held last year, two jazz types and one big circus 
band with popcorn, balloons, etc. Indoor activities included a 
library night, a bell-ringing concert just before Christmas, and 
a champagne-art afternoon with a brass quintet. Outdoor events 
featured mushrooms, wild flowers, winter weeds, geologic 
formations, birds, and several astronomy nights. All activities 
held almost every week are arranged by the "Friends of 
Borderland," a supportive group of citizens. 


Hurricane Gloria blew down about 300 trees along the trails 
and roads. The Granite Hill Trail has been rebuilt; new trail 
signs and maps should help to orient lost hikers; a new 
greenhouse still needs water and electricity, but is being used 
to grow plant material for many parks, and the Bay Road entrance 
has been given a prize-winning face-lift. 


A new canopy-type tent (30 x 60 feet) is now available for 
outdoor activities at Borderland for a reasonable rental fee. 
Information on its use and reservations for weddings, etc., may 
be made by calling the Park Supervisor, Bob Babineau. For other 
information, call Emily Powers, President of the Friends, or 
your Sharon representative. 


NORFOLK MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION, INC. 
Dorothy M. Uhlig, Ed.D., Executive Director 


Through its partnership with the Norfolk Mental Health 
Association, the Town of Sharon is able to guarantee its 
residents, children, youth and adults, access to an integrated 
network of quality outpatient mental health services. Town 
contribution enables Cutler Counseling Center, a comprehensive 
clinic sponsored by the Association with limited support from 
the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health, to provide a wide 
range of outpatient counseling services to citizens who need 
them at fees based on their ability to pay. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a private 
non-profit corporation, governed by a citizen Board of Directors 
who represent each of the twelve towns in its service area: 
Canton, Dedham, Foxborough, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, 
Plainville, Sharon, Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham. 


The major programs of Norfolk Mental Health Association 
available to Sharon residents are: 


Cutler Counseling Center, which has a large multi-disciplinary 
staff serving individuals, couples and families. Services 
include evaluation, referral, treatment, educational and support 
groups (e.g. Widowed Lifeline, Gym Program for Children, Social 
Rehabilitation, Divorce-Separation Workshops, Stress 
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Management), children and adolescent groups, parent-toddler 
groups, as well as consultation and training services to 
community agencies, schools, and local industries; 


Supervised Apartment Program, a residential program providing 
supervised living for deinstitutionalized mentally ill/mentally 
retarded adults; 


Project Hire, a sheltered vocational rehabilitation facility for 
people with emotional, developmental or physical handicaps. 


Programs include diagnostic evaluations, electronic Sika 
training, work adjustment training and counseling, sheltered 
long-term employment, and transitional employment = and job 


placement; 


Case-Aide and Parent-Aide Programs, offering trained and 
supervised volunteer aides who provide one-to-one help to 
clients in the community, families and individuals in crisis, 
victims of domestic violence, parents at risk of abusing and 
neglecting their children, isolated elderly; 


Intergenerational Care Program, providing the opportunity for 
elderly residents in a Nursing Home to participate in providing 
group chiid care to pre-school children from families 
experiencing stress, Simultaneously giving respite and support 
to the parents; 


Community Education and Information, offering publication of an 
informative newsletter, The Reporter, to every home in the 
service area, speakers for community meetings, workshops, 
consultation and educational materials. 


During fiscal year 1985, Cutler Counseling Center provided 
direct services to approximately 280 people from Sharon. The 
total value of these services was $62,517., of which the Town of 
Sharon allocated $6,995. 


In the past year, people from Sharon who came to us for 
assistance were often referred by friends, neighbors or family, 
may have read our newspaper, or were referred by clergy, school, 
physicians or community agencies. The most common requests’ for 
help concerned such problems as depression and anxiety, 
difficulties in marriage or family relationships, school or 
behavior-related problems, alcohol or drug abuse, work-related 
problems, and acute or chronic mental illness.

The Conservation Commission would like to welcome its new 
members, Robin Goodband and Edward Lukey, and extend its thanks 
to former members Peter Levensosn and Eugene Flynn for their 
services. 


1985 proved to be another busy year. Eighteen public 
hearings were held and resulted in the issuance of Orders of 
Conditions. Four Requests for Determinations and resulting 
Determinations were issued along with nine Certificates of 
Compliance, three Extension Permits and four Stop Work Orders. 
In addition to attending to regular business, the Commission 
broadened and increased its influence during the year. By 
introducing articles into the Town Meeting Warrant, we were able 
to increase the revenue to the town by establishing a new fee 
structure. We were also able to increase our land budgets by 
votes to approve borrowing. 


The Lake Massapoag Watershed benefited from both the town's 


borrowing and a state acquisition. In September, the _ state 
finalized its purchase of approximately 180 acres of land owned 
by Robert Morse to be added to Borderland State Park. The 


Commission has acquired a 47 acre parcel owned by David Elson 

which abuts an existing 50 acre town-owned piece and will create 
a sizeable breathing space in that section of town. How 
fortunare we are that Bob Morse and Dave Elson were willing to 
tolerate the bureaucratic process of purchases rather than take 
the quicker more lucrative offers from developers. We own them 
a debt of gratitude. 


The Commission has become involved in other areas besides 
land acquisition and wetland protection. Charlotte Blank is our 
representative to the Long Range Planning Committee and aids in 
conveying our concerns as well as reporting theirs back to us. 
Peg Arguimbau is Sharon's representative to the Bay Circuit 
Program, which will attempt to create a linkage of "“green-space” 
areas circling Boston, following much the same pattern as Route 
495, by incorporating existing areas where possible or by 
purchasing easements of property if available. 


As in the past, the Commission has depended heavily upon 
the cooperation of the citizens to help us maintain compliance 
with the Wetlands Protection Act. Your “input *zs-770sc- ee 
valuable and important as ever. The public is welcome to attend 
our Tuesday night meetings. We hope to retain your support as 
we continue to protect and preserve the remaining sensitive 
areas of the town. 
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METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 
George B. Bailey, Sharon Representative 


The town continued its participation in the activities of 
the Planning Council as provided in the statutes: on a one vote 
per community basis while contributing financially at a 1985 
LACS, sot Piss cents “pervecapita. The MAPC, whose 101 member 
communities constitute the great majority of the Boston 
metropolitan area, aims to provide regional plans, adopt 
policies, and develop programs which benefit the region as a 
whole while it helps its individual constituents. Specific 
technical assistance is provided to each participant community 
requesting certain environmental, land-use, or traffic planning 
aid up to a specified minimum number of hours at no _ cost, 
charging cost only for projects exceeding this minimum. 
Sharon's 1985 share included two traffic studies requested by 
our Department of Public Works (Maskwonicut Street and Cobb's 
Corner), presently under way, some population projections 
requested by the Library Trustees, and an extensive school 
enrollment study for the School Classroom Assessment Committee. 
The latter program must’ be funded by the town since its cost 
exceeds the funds allocated to the town in 1985-6. If private 
consultant alternatives are available which are superior or less 
expensive, the town is encouraged to choose these alternatives. 


The Council distributed to its member communities land use 
maps which were discussed by the Selectmen and are available for 
use by any town group wishing to make an in-depth study of the 
character, magnitude, and impact of growth on the town. 


Region-wide interest in subregional groups seemed to 
mushroom following the progress shown by the Metro-West Growth 
Management Committee. (Metro-West describes the sub-region 
which has grown up around the Route 9 Framingham-Natick growth 
node). In 1985, a Minuteman Advisory Group for Interlocal 
Coordination (Lexington area) and a South Shore (Route 3-128) 
association of 10 communities were formed with MAPC assistance. 
Such voluntary associations are the only presently available 
mechanisms for addressing problems that cross municipal 
boundaries. 


The MAPC's annual update for the Region's Transportation 
Improvement Program (a requirement for maintaining elegibility 
for federal funds) was completed, including, many town residents 
will be assured to note, the funds for construction of the 
signalization and relocation of intersections at Post Office 
Square, East Foxboro-Gunhouse-South Main Streets, Walpole-South 
Main Street, Old Post Road-Route 1. 


A comprehensive analysis of the various census data 
available was completed and published as The State of the Region 
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Report, allowing comparisons to be made of many factors 
tabulated during the study period (1971 to 1984). 


A housing study, Supporting Affordable Housing in Boston, 
was prepared for the United Community Planning Corporation. It 
should serve as a useful resource for those interested in 
methods for mitigating the crisis in housing that affects even 
the relatively affluent suburbs like Sharon. 


During 1985, the town's representative attended two full 
Council meetings, meetings of the Committee on Regional 
Organization and the Executive Committee while attempting to 
increase the involvement of the council staff in the legislative 
acts designed to create local land banks, and again chaired the 
Council's Technical Advisory Committee on Regional Economics.

The School Classroom Assessment Committee was charged with the responsibility of 
studying the population growth in the town of Sharon and to anticipate the class- 
room needs of the Sharon Public Schools during the next three to five years.

A study of 
this nature would provide the School Classroom Assessment Committee with the informa- 
tion necessary to draw conclusions and make recommendations regarding the most 
appropriate direction to take in the future. 
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
